MADRAS PORT TRUST GENERAL (AMEND¬ 
MENT) REGULATIONS, 1986 

’ DRAFT NOTIFICATION . 

(RRC|40060|81|S.) 

No. SRO C-17|86.—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-sections (f) to ( 0 ) of section 123 of the 
Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (Act 33 of 1963), the 
Board of Trustees of the Port of Madras hereby 
makes, subject to the approval of the Central Govern¬ 
ment, the following amendment to existing Madras 
Port Trust General Regulations, which has the ap¬ 
proval of Central Government vide telegram No. 13- 
PG(48)l60, dated 21st July 1960 and the same is 
published herein as required under Section 124 of the 
above said Act : — 

Short title and commencement,—This Regulation 
may be called Madras Port Trust General (Amend¬ 
ment) Regulations, 1986. 

2. After the existing regulation “24-A” under the 
heading "Landing of Explosives”, the following bo 
added as regulation “24-B”. 

24-B. Handling of explosives and berthing of Naval 
Ships af Commercial Docks ;—ExplosivesjDangerous 
Petroleum shall not be admitted into the enclosed 
harbour and shall be discharged before the vessels 
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carfying such cargo enter into the enclosed harbour 
vide Port of Madras Safety Regulations, 1981, which 
would have the same force as though they had been 
enacted as a regulation under this head. 

T his Regulation shall not apply to vessels of w'ar 
flying the white ensign and all armed merchant ves¬ 
sels |auxiliaries in the Service of the President of 
India and also vessels of war belonging to other coun¬ 
tries who are on visits to the Madras Port having been 
cleared by the Ministry of Defence. Such vessels of 
war as enumerated above would be permitted to 
handle inside the enclosed harbour all types of ex¬ 
plosives] dangerous petroleum provided the authorisa¬ 
tion of the Naval CMBcer-in-charge, Madras, shall have 
been given to the Embarkation Commandant to Loadf 
unload such explosives]dangerous petroleum at all 


beribs in the enclosed harbour and so long as these 
explosivesjdangcrous petroleum au bandied by com¬ 
petent personnel under the direction and supervision 
of the Embarkation Headquarters. All vessels enume¬ 
rated above shall also be permitted to lie in the har¬ 
bour in the berths allotted by the Board with their 
explosives I dangerous petroleum properly stowed to 
the requirements of the Naval authorities as aU such 
vessels shall only visit the Commercial Port of Madras 
after due clearance by the Naval Officer-in-charge, 
Madras.
